SO MUCH FROM YOU 

A special dispatch for the Queen’s 
Canadian Fund for Air Raid Victims 
has been written by Brian A. Tobin, 
British United Press Staff Correspon 
dent, recently returned from London. 
Mr Tobin crossed the Atlantic in one 
of the former U. 8S. destroyers trans- 
ferred to the Royal Navy, and he was 
in London through many of the worst 
raids, including the fire raid on the 
City. Here is his vivid review of the 
plight of the wictims of Nazi barba:- 
ity. 

“Suppose you came up out of a deep 
air raid shelter one morning and 
walked home to find you had no 
home? Instead you found that a bomb 
had hit your house—you found that 
high explosive and fire had utterly 
destroyed your dwe'ling, your furni- 
ture, your clothes and the las‘ scraps 
of food in what used to be your pan- 
try. You had no money, and no _ pos- 
sessions beyond the clothes you were 
wearing. 

You would then be in the posi‘io- 
of the people of London and o‘hcr 
British cities who will benefit froin 
the Queen's Canadian Fund for Air 
Raid Victims.

Coast To Coast Highway 
May Be Completed 
This Year 


For long years motorists have 
dreamed of travelling by an all Can. 
adian highway from Canada’s Atlan- 
tic shores to where the Pacific ocean 
beats on its western coast. They rea)- 
ized that to complete the road would 
take time; that many enginneering 
Problems would have to be solved, 
and that a huge financial out ay 
would be required. Few thought ‘hat 
the trans-continental trip would be 
possible by aeroplane before the road 
was completed. 

As a bridge is built across a wide 
river, extending from either shore to 
meet in the centre, so the Trans-Can- 
ada highway has developed. There 
now remains to be built either the 
150-mile stretch between Hears: and 
Geraldton in Northern Ontario, or 
the longer one along the north shore 
of Lake Superior between Sault Ste. 
Marie and Schreiber. This northern 
gap will in al probability be complet: 
ed during 1941. Breaking its war-time 
Policy of making no capital expendi: 
tures for roads, the Ontario govern 
ment ig proposing to spend $6,000,000 
on completing the highway. It is es 
timated that an expenditure of $27,- 
000,000 will be required to complete 
the southern route. 

Almost thirty years ago an author 
dreamed as he wrote of this highway 
and of Canada as a tourist country, 
“Where one automobile has travelled, 


a hundred will be ready to follow, and 


a thousand eager to travel a four: 
thousand mile Highway through a 
Panorama, unique, varied, rugged 


and consistently sublime, The house 
beautiful will be set in order. There 
will be the perfect road running from 
tea to sea. There will be good hotels; 
wholesome little wayside inns will be 
as plentiful as scenery. Invitations 
will go out to all the world to tour 
the Dominion.” The waiting has been 
long but motorists will perhaps this 
fall, or next year, travel America’s 
longest highway.

WORLD OF WHEAT 


—!:0: :-— 
(By H. G. L. Strange) 
Director— The Crop Testing Plan 
Fyn 

Some 1100 Crop Correspondents of 
the Searle Grain Company recently 
made an estimate of the wheat acre- 
age that was sown this last year with 
seed treated respectively with form- 
alin or with mercurial dust, or that 
Was untreated. The results vary 
somewhat for each province, but tak- 


ing the Prairie Provinces as a wacle 
show 


the Correspondents’ estimates 
that 54 per cent of the wheat 
las~ year was trea‘ed with 1ormalin, 
31 per cent with mercuriar dust and 
1? per cent was either treated with 
other compounds or was untreated. 

The percentages will no doubt be 
about the same for this coming 
spring. A word of caution, therefore, 
about the use of these seed treatments 
may be in order. 

Formalin is the cheapest treatment 
but has the defect that if the solution 
used is too strong, germination may be 
seriously affected. Farmers, therefore 
should make their formalin solution 
of exactly the strength recommended 
by the manufacturers. 

Mercurial dust has the advantage 
that it cannot harm the seed and also 
that it prevents to some extent dam- 
age from root rots and wire worms, 
The disadvantages of mercurial dust 
are that it is more expensive than 
formalin, and, because it is a poison, 
it requires extreme care to be ta- 
ken in its use in order to avoid harm 
to persons treating the seed, and 
harm to farm animals should the lat- 
ter eat any of the treated seed.

Canada Producing Many 


Forms of Army Equipment 
IN QUANTITIES TO MEET 
REQUIREMENTS 

Sufficient Lee Enfield rifles for use 
in Canada, Bren guns adequate for 
the Active Army and training centies 
in Canada, machine guns to equip ev- 
ery machine gun battalion in the 
field on the basis of present establish- 
ment, and field artillery to equip the 
3rd and 4th Divisions* are now avail- 
able, according to a statement by the 
Hon, J, L. Ralston, Minister of Na- 
tional Defence in the House of Com- 
mons on March 31, 

Anti-tank rifles are in process of 
production, and gun barrels of anti- 
tank guns have already been deliver- 
ed. 18-pounders are being used for 
anti-tank training, the Minister told 
the House. 

Universal gun carriers, divided be- 
tween Canada and overseas, are being 
delivered at a good rate. The supply 
of motor cycles is adequate and there 
is a surplus of mechanical transport 
which has been supplied in large 
quantities to both Canadian and Em- 
pire forces. Enormous quantities of 
small arms ammunition are being sup- 
plied to Britain in addition to provis- 
ion for home supply and training pur- 
Poses, and gas respirators have been 
delivered in quantities sufficient to 
supply all active formations in Can- 
ada, while a large order for South 
Africa has been undertaken. 


Signal equipment is now being 
made and delivered. Standard field 
telephones are available in large 


numbers, and delivery of wireless 
sets is beginning. 

With regard to tanks, the co-ordinat- 
ed committee is working well, the 
Minister stated.

Young man in command of a navy, 
Rear- Admiral Percy Walker Nelles 
at 48 is Canada’s Chief of Naval 
Staff and Chairman of the Chiefs of 
Staff Committee in the severest strug:

His mother was 
one of those rare “grandes dames” 
of army circles, a woman whom the 
ranks revered, Of her two only child- 
ren, the younger, Norman Cunning- 
ham Nelles, was killed in action at 
Ypres, in 1918,
